Growing oats have been especially 


injured by the repeated rains of the 
last two weeks, the straw lying flat 
in many fields interfering -with the 
proper filling of the grain and ren- 
dering the harvest later on an oper- 
ation of extreme difficulty.

the county oat crop will of neces- 
sity be harvested with mowing ma- 
chines or cradles.

That is one of 
the great disadvantages of the late 
hatched chick and is a good and 
sulficient reason for avoiding them 
when possible.

Another disadvantage, is that the 


pullets do not come to laying matur- 
ity until winter is pretty much past 
and we have to feed them a long 
time without practically any eggs to 
help for the food consumed. That is 
what I term eating up a dead horse. 


Another and a 
deeidely serious 


disadvantage 
is that 
these 
late 


hatched chickens perpetuate the late 
hatching habit. 
Being late hatched 


a'nd late in attaining laying maturity 
they naturally do not manifest a de- 
sire to set and accumulate family 
cares until late in the following sea- 
son, which means 
another lot of 


late hatched chicks. 
When a man 


or woman has stock of this kind il 
is not easy for either party to get 
out 
of the rut 
of late 
hatched 


chicks. 
They simply continue the 


misfortune of late hatched chicks 
until the end of the chapter. 


My suggestions made for keeping 


the chicks growing apply equally to 
June, July and August, only that 
•shade seems to be even of greater 
importance to them. We must shelter 
them from the sun's heat if we 
would have them grow. It is the ex- 
treme and deliberating heat of June, 
July 
and August that 
hits 
them 


hardest. 
Some times, as 
we all 


know, our very hottest days eoine 
in July so that this month is to be 
reckoned with when considering heat 
as a cause of stunted growth in 
chicks.

Shelter from the heat, clean and 


roomy coops, good food in adund-

York)—The graphic story of a fight 
to, the death three thousand feet in 
the air' is told by a British soldier, 
returned from 
duty in Northern 


France. Official despatches laconi- 
cally told of the destruction of a 
German taube. The real story ar- 
rived today. 


"It happened right 
above our 


camp," the soldier said. "Anti-air- 
craft guns were barking right and 
left. We looked skyward and saw 
a tiny speck which later proved to 
be a German taube. A few 
mo- 


ments later we saw two of. our own 
aviators ascend and make for the 
marauder who rushed away drop- 
ping bombs as he fled. 


"Then came the cry: "He's com- 


ing back! and so he-was, pursued 
by the-British 'planes who fired and 
missed. 
If you have ever seen two 


aeroplanes dodging one another you 
will understand that it is more good 
luck than markmanship when one 
fires an effective shot. 


"The chase continued in full view 


of us all. Turning, twisting elevat- 
ing, descending—-would this German 
ever be brought down? We wonder- 
ed 'He's up above our .men.' cried 
someone./ It was a sight I would not 
have missed. ' Although .'terrible it 
was magnificent. It was like a dog 
fight in the air, thousands of feet 
above the ground. 


"We rested^our eyes for a moment 


and looked again. 
They were still 


dodging and twisting and coming 
nearer. Our'men were on top again 
and we breathed a little easier. Then 
a sudden twist, the German veered 
and volplaned down five hundred 
feet. 
Another twist and the taubo 


fell like a wounded bird. 


"There's a mass of broken metal 


and two graves near our camp that 
tells the tale. These air fights are 
not uncommon in Northern France. 
And the end is nearly always death."
